James Gilchrist, dairyman, Anglesea street, 
was fined £15 in respect of samples taken on 
November 16, 17 and 21, and December 1. 
The percentages of added water were 2.4, 3.5, 


4.7 and 8.2, respectively. 

A Corporation inspector said that his 
analysis was not disputed by the defendant, 
who, however, complained of people entering 
the yard where his cows were milked, and 
suggested that the place should be watched. 
He also complained about water being put 
in his churns during his absence. 

The defendant said that he himself had 
never added water to the milk. He had had 


he had to dismiss one of his workmen. He 
had 32 cows in the yard, and the adulteration 
must have been done maliciously. Even on 
Sunday last he found trespassers in the yard 
tua Ws men were at work. He caught one 
of them, and was taking him to the police 
station when the others returned and com- 
pelled him to release the man.

FERMANAGH MURDER. 


PRISONER SENT FOR TRIAL. 


At Lisbellew yesterday, Patrick Murphy, 
who was charged with the murder of John 
McCynnell, Inishmore, in whose house he had 
been living, was returned for trial on the 
capital charge by Mr. Clarke, R.M. 

The evidence was similar to that given at 
McConnell’s house was seen 
to be on fire, and when neighbours entered 
they found his body on the „ which was 
burning. 

Additional evidence showed that two days 
before the murder the deceased man and 
the accused were in Enniskillen with a solici- 
tor, trying to settle a legal dispute. 

The medical evidence given by Br. Caraher 
showed that McConnell’s body was partly 
burned. There were from twelve to sixteen 
blows on the face and head. The lower inw 
bone was completely fractured. None of the face 
bones was left intact. Anyone of the blows 
would have rendered McConnell unconscious, 
and caused his death in five minutes. There 
were no signs of marks on the arms or 
hands of the deceased to show that he re- 
sisted. 

The evidence further showed that Murphy 
admitted having attacked the deceased man. 


FOREIGN GAMES.” 


THE COMING CLASH. 


At the annual Convention in Clonmel of 
the South Tipperary Gaelic Athletic Associa- 
tion Board, the annual report referred to the 
growth of what it described as foreign games 
in the district on what might be called the 
latest British peaceful penetration move, The 
secretary's opinion was well-known on the 
subject, but he hoped when the real clash

CUSTOM OF DUBLIN PORT.

The case of Aktiebola Transmarin v. 
Norman MacNaughton Sons, Ltd., came

pended by the plaintiffs for the defendants’ 
use and at their request. i 

In their defence the defendants stated that 
there was no sum due by them for freight, 
that the cargo was carried the Songs in 
accordance with the terms of the charter part 
of 8th September, 1923, by Clause 9 of whi 
freight was only to be paid on the unloading 
and right delivery of the cargo, but they 
alleged that the unloading and right delivery 
of the cargo was not ed out by the 
plaintiffs in accordance therewith or in accord- 
ance with the custom of the Port of Dublin 
relating to the discharge of timber cargoes. 

Mr. Vaughan Wilson, who, with Mr. 8. L. 
Brown, K. C. (instructed by Messrs, Carson 
and McDowell), appeared for the plaintiffs, 
said that according to one of the terms of the 
charter party the cargo was to be brought at 
the charterers’ expense from alongside, the 
ship, some 220 feet, and piled there on the 
quay. The principal question in the action 
was as to who was to be responsible for that 
expense, according to the custom of the Port 
of Dublin in relation to the delivery of timber 
cargoes. The question had arisen in other 
cases, but it had not yet been decided in any 
case. It was a very important question as 
affecting the custom of the Port. 

Mr. Wilson pointed out that an order had 
been made directing the defendants to make 
discovery of documents, but it had not been 
* or eee with.

MR. DILLON AND MR. BLYTHE.

Sin,—Mr. Dillon and Mr. Blythe, the 
Minister for Finance, have joined issue on 
Clause 5 of the Treaty, which provides that 
the Irish Free State shall assume liability for 
the service of the public debt of the United 
Kingdom at the date hereof '' (6th December, 
1921) “and towards the payment of war 
pensions as existing at that date in such 
a as may be fair and equitable.” 

r. Dillon estima this as involving a 
liability of five millions a year, and, as more 
than ee years have elapsed since the 
specified date, the sum now due must exceed 
fifteen millions. 

Mr. Blythe asserts that this liability to 
England is neutralised or cancelled by the 
sentence in Clause 5 following that already 
1 “having rega any just 
claim on the part of Ireland by way of set- 
off or counter claim. Mr. Blythe further 
admits that there is a means provided for 
the determination of the amount actually 
due. This is to be found in the remainder 
of Clause 5, and is as follows :—‘‘ The amount 
of such sum being determined in default of 
agreement. by the determination of one or 
more independent persons, being citizens of 
the British Empire. 

The subject is obviously one of paramount 
importance, and, if the views of the colleagues 
of the Minister for Finance are in accord 
with his, the Free State Government should 
at once call upon the British Government 
either to adopt the conclusion of the Free 
State Government or to co-operate with them 
in having, without further delay, the matter 
settled by arbitration in accordance with the 
Treaty.—Yours, ete.

Following a fall of Semper Augustus. 
The dust of imperial Cesar, 

Shakespeare, might stop a hole to keep 
the wind away. Now, in regions Cesar 
never knew, a marble head of Augustus, 
carved by some artist of the first century, 
has been found at the bottom of a river, 
beneath ten feet of clay, having reached 
the Hudson, it is thought, as ballast in 
some sailing ship from the Mediterranea:1 
centuries ago. That marmoreal relic has 
suffered and triumphed over the whims 
of fame. In distant days, when the dead 
emperor was counted among the gods, that 
head was chiselled. None can guess what 
were its fortunes thereafter or in what 
ruined villa by the sea’s niarge it lay 
perdu in the centuries after imperial Rome 
had passed, until some sea captain of the 
seventeenth or eighteenth century gathered 
it, with many shapeless boulders—and, 
maybe, with other unappreciated shards 
of ancient art—to serve as ballast against 
the Atlantic gales, and finally heaved it 
into the river's silt as carelessly again.

The Free State’s new Liquor Act, which 
has been in force since the beginning of 
the year, is only an instalment of reform. 
Two facts were established during the pro- 
longed and illuminating debates in Parlia- 
One is the recent growth of a 
strong public opinion against the havoc 
of drunkenness in Ireland. The other is 
the fact that most of the evils of the 
drink traffic are the outcome of ‘the ex- 
cessive number of public-houses in the 
country. On this point the Minister for 
Justice made half-a-dozen convincing 
speeches. There may be a legitimate and 
economic trade for three public-houses in 
a community of four hundred persons; but 
there cannot possibly be a legitimate liveli- 
hood for seven publicans in such a com- 
munity. Seven publicans, catering for the 
thirst of four hundred persons (including 
women and children), 
“pulling the Devil by the tail.“ 
cannot make an economic living out of 
drink alone, and they are under perpetual 
temptation to increase their profits by 
evasion of the law. Hence arises a score 
of abuses—the grave evil of 
trading, the sale of inferior liquor and 
even of poteen, extortionate charges, an 
unholy competition for custom among the 
m..t degraded victims of the drink habit. 
Mr. O' Higgins recognised that the aboli- 
tion of “ mixed trading” and the drastic 
reduction of public-houses were the first 
conditions of real improvement. 
unable to embody either of these reforms 
in the new Act, but when he was com- 
pelled to abandon his clause for the 
segregation of the sale of drink from that 
of household necessaries he gave the 
country an important promise.

There is no obstacle in the way of its 
immediate fulfilment. Public opinion is 
ripe for it and will not tolerate any 
interested resistance. The commission, or 
committee, will have a field of inquiry 
which cannot be covered in one month of 
in two. In the first place, the members 
must set forth the economic and moral 
arguments for reform so broadly and clearly 
as to justify swift legislation. In the next 
place, they must make suggestions for 
some scheme by which the extinguished 
publicans will be compensated—mainly, 
of course, out of the pockets of the sur- 
wing trade.“ Since the commission, or 
committee, must make its report before 
the summer holidays if legislation is to 
follow during the autumn session of the 
Oireachtas, Mr. O' Higgins ought to take 
action without further delay.

Trade in Fetters. 
The Free State’s trade and shipping 
réturns have been completed up to the end 
of last November, and it is possible now 
to form a fair estimate of the country’s 
profit and loss during 1924. Exports for 
the eleven months amount to £44,617,186, 
while imports reach the comparatively 
large sum of £60,857,803. This the Free 
State pas an adverse trade balance of 
nearly £16,250,000 for the eleven months, 
which works out at the rate of almost 
£18,000,000 per annum. When one remem- 
bers that before the war Ireland often 
had a favourable trade balance of so much 
as £15,000,000 a year, the dangers of the 
present situation will be understood with- 
out difficulty. Of course, invisible trade 
must be taken into consideration. Nobody 
can tell with certainty how much money 
comes into the Free State every year in 
the form of dividends and interest on 
securities invested abroad; but the sum 
has been estimated conservatively at a 
round #£8,000,000. On the other hand, 
this money, which, for the purposes of 
financial reckoning is regarded as an 
export,“ must be equated against the 
considerable amounts that are paid every 
most | year by Irish nationals to British and 
foreign firms in the shape of freights and 
insurance premiums. While, therefore, 
our annual loss on our external trade may 
not be so great as £18,000,000, it is not 
very much less, No country could continue 
to do business on such terms for many 
years. An adverse balance means that the 
Free State every year is giving away a 
certain sum of money for which it gets 
nothing in return. 
Salvation must be found in increased 
exports... Several months ago we made a 
suggestion towards this: end which is 
recalled to-day by our Belfast Correspon- 
dent.

SOME OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
DEVELOPMENT. 


Our Belfast Correspondent writes: 
The erection of a Customs barrier 
between Northern Ireland and the Free 
State has considerably hampered the flow 
of trade between both areas, and business 
men generally feel that some efforts ought 
to be made, at any rate to mitigate the 
disadvantage, and, if possible, open up 
new avenues for trading. While the Free 
State has appointed trade Commissioners 
in Great Britain and in other countries, 
no plans appear to have heen made to 
encourage and develop tho large amount 
of trade which flows between the North 
and South. The advantage of such ap- 
pointments would not be in any sense one- 
sided ; for the exports from the Free State 
into Northern Ireland almost balance 
those from the Northern area into the 
Free State. 

The statistics compiled by the Irish Free 
State Department of Statistics of the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce show that next 
to Great Britain the largest volume of exports 
from the Free State went into Northern Ire- 
land, and that the Free State received a 
much larger amount of goods from Northern 
Ireland than from any country except Great 
Britain 

The actual figures for 
months were:—Total imports from all 
countries, £60,875,803; total exports, 
£44,617,186. Imports from Great Britain, 
£42,322,762; exports to Great Britain, 
£37,517,412.. Imports from Northern Ireland, 
£6,960,352; exports to Northern Ireland, 
26,294, 321. ' 

An examination of the table of exports 
of the produce and manufactures of the 
Irish Free State is even more illuminating, 
and gives some idea oí the character of the 
trade “involved. 

For instance, 162,097 cwt., out of a total 
of 444,487 cwt. to all countries, of oats were 
exported into Northern Ireland; 8,170 cwts. 
of barley, out of a total export of 20,954 
cwt.; 17,475 wt. of wheat flour, out of 
26,557 cwt. exported; while Northern Ire- 
land took most of the export of maize. meal 
from the Free State, amounting to 37,273 
ewt., out of 54,625 cwt. 42,775 ecwt. of 
hay and straw were exported to Northern 
Ireland, out of a total export of 44,567 cwt. 
to all countries; 16,332 cwt. of 
bacon, 2,614 cwt. of hams were ex- 
ported, and a great proportion of the ex- 

rt of fresh pork—168,126 cwt.; out of 

1,235 cwt.—went to Northern Ireland; 
while 352,058 live poultry were exported to 
the North, out of a total export of 993,139. 

Store cattle exports were 474,380 (out of 
6,700,000), store sheep 28,964, and nearly all 
the store pigs which left the Free State went 
to Northern Ireland—33,922, out of 34,932 
exported. 34,212 cwt of creamery butter 
went to the North, 527,809 great hundreds 
of eggs, 275,639 gallons of fresh milk, and 
236,364 gallons of separated milk and butter- 
milk, 2,990 cwt, of dressed flax, 12,375 cwt. 
of flax tow, 169,956 square yards of cotton- 
piece goods, 41,822 Ibs. of woollen and 
worsted yarn, 199,982 all-wool textiles, 
3.584.387 square yards of linen-piece goods, 
14,417 dozen pair of woollen hosiery, 259,942 
roof gallons of spirits, and 196,1 
ween of beer and ale. 

In addition, there was a large volume of 
re-export from the Free State to Northern 
Treland, all of which involved a financial 
return to Free State dealers and transport 
services. 

A Free State Trade Office in Belfast could 
facilitate considerably this large amount of 
trade into Northern Ireland, and would help 
to develop it, whilé at the same time it 
could assist Belfast and Northern exporters 
tw overcome Customs formalities.

WOMAN CLIMBER’S

BODY FOUND IN SNOWDRIFT.

TRAIN WRECKED IN 
FOG. 


23 PERSONS KILLED AND 
50 INJURED.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 


Twenty-three persons were killed and 
over fifty were injured in a collision which 
occurred this morning at Herne, on the 
main line between Berlin and Cologne, in 
the heart of the Westphalian coalfield. 
The disaster was due to the Berlin express 
overrunning the danger signa] in a dense 
fog and crashing into a local passenger 
train crowded with workers, which was 


just about to leave Herne Station. 

Hundreds of miners rendered first aid. 
Alarm sirens, sounding throughout the coal- 
fields, brought thousands of pitmen, think- 
ing that a mine disaster had occurred, in 
haste to the surface, and detachments under 
mine managers, with ambulances, axes and 
— were sent to the scene of the acci- 
ent. 

Scores of passengers imprisoned under the 

wrecked carriages owed their lives to the 
skill and promptness which the miners 
showed. 
The four rear carriages of the stationary 
train were reduced to matchwood. The 
miners, assisted by the railway men and 
1 from the fast train, which had 
escaped with merely a few broken window 
panes, took over an hour to liberate the 
passengers from the débris. Heartrending 
scenes accompanied the rescue work. One 
child with an arm amputated was found 
lying on its dead mother. 

A similar kind of accident also occurred at 
the railway station of Hettingen, in the Ruhr 
(says Reuter). Three people were killed and 
several injured. At Duisburg Station an 
engine ran into a train, causing injuries to 
five passengers. 


HOSPITAL BURNED. 


REMOVAL OF 120 PATIENTS,

THE NEW ORDER IN 
EUROPE, 


GERMANY SEEKING A 
GOVERNMENT. 
— — 


The Times in a leading article observes :— 
From time to time reminders come that the 
picture of the new Europe, as outlined in the 
Treaty of Versailles, is still far from being 
complete in its details; that the process of 
adaptation to the new order is developing in 
the minds of the peopies with halts and 
breaks, and that it may sometimes be ditiicult 
to establish, after the volcanic action of the 
war, some reasonable continuity between the 
past and the present. 

The most remarkable example of hesitation 
and uncertainty in a new environment is to 
be found, not in any oí the Allied countries, 
but in Germany, the country that dared most 
and lost most decisively in tne war. Ger 
many has presented during the last few 
months an instructive spectacle. She cannot 
find a Government. ‘ihe worst evil from 
which she suffered—the financial disorder 
which very nearly plunged her into revolu- 
tionary conditions—has been removed by the 
combined efforts of the Allied Governments, 
of America, and of the more capable of her 
own statesmen. hanks to the applica- 
tion of the Dawes scheme, she is rapidly 
recovering economic stability. The nation 
as a whole, and individual citizens can lay 
their plans, draw up reasonable budgets and 
calculate ahead. PFinancially, Gern my is 
recovering. The currency is fixed, prices are 
steady, and the familiar processes of economic 
intercourse are working once more without 
too great friction. he chief cause of 
psychological and social disturbance has been 
removed, yet this very fact, that the German 

eople are again tranquilly at work, throws 
into relief the extraordinary political dilemma 
in which the country is now involved, 

The method of producin Governments 
which Germany has evolved since the war 
has always worked imperfectly. Most of the 
Governments that have represented Germany 
during the last few years have lacked fuil 
confidence and a sense of complete authority. 
They have been most precariously poised on 
the changing compromises of parties nearly 
equal in strength, but ede discordant 
in their aims. Now the method seems to have 
been worn down nearly to breaking point.

AMERICA’S SHARE, 


The Times Washington Correspondent, in a 
message yesterday, says :—The approval of the 
Administration of the agreement reached 
between Great Britain and the United States 
in: the matter of American claims against 
Germany and their inclusion in the general 
scheme of annuities to be paid under the 
Dawes plan was a foregone conclusion, since 
the American representatives were at no time 
out of touch with the State Department, and 
President Coolidge was informed from day to 
day of the progress made. This morning, 
however, the White House spokesman took 
occasion to say that while in making such settle- 
ments you will never get all that you want, 
Re he considered the arrangement reached a 
air one. The United States, he added, did 
not desire to appear as a rapacious creditor, 
and the question involved was not so much 
the speed with which America would be paid 
as that the rights of this country should be 
recognised. 


TRADE UNIONISM AND 
COMMUNISM, 


There can be no truce, remarks the Daily 
Express, between trade unionism and Com- 
munism, which is the enemy of organised 
labour. The healthy body protects itself 
against the ravages of a deadly bacillus by 
destroying it. We believe that trade unionism 
in this country is strong enough to resist the 
sttacks of the Communist bacillus. But it 
must take prompt measures to preserve its 
vigour and vitality. 


THE WIFELY HAND IN POLITICS. 


The Westminster Gazette says :—Mrs.

TRADE PROSPECTS IN 1925. 


The Daily Telegraph, referring to the trade 
premise of 1925, says :—The returns of our 
oversea trade in the year which has just 
closed are, at first sight, somewhat alarming. 
They suggest that we bought a great deal 
more than we paid for, and are consequently 
heavily in debt for food and raw materials 
which have been supplied to us; but if a 
wider survey be taken of all the nation’s 
activities the outlook for 1925 is distinctly en- 
couraging, and goes some way to support the 
restrained optimism which exists in the busi- 
ness world generally. There is only one road 
which the nation can tread with assurance if 
it is to regain a full measure of economic 
health, and that is the whele-hearted co- 
operation in industry between employer and 
employed. 


A BISHOP’S INDICTMENT.
